Mrs. Carey had .said that, on this 
morning, her husband told her to put 
on a dressing-gown, and, when the in-} 
quiry agent came to the door, Heaven) 
was downstairs, and her husband 
called her down, 

It was clear, proceeded Lord Merri- 
vale, that Carey had worked off a hoax. 
Whether he intended it to be an inno- 
cent hoax was quite another thing. 

There had been grave charges of 
perjury, but the Public Prosecutor 
would consider how that matter stood.
